1 beg  to  submit  .the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
Urban  District  and  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  in  the 
year  1963. 


On  the  retirement  of  Dr.  R.  C.  F.  Smith  on  the  31st  July,  1963,  I was 
honoured  to  take  over  the  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
I have  striven  to  maintain  the  progress. 


Census 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  the  population  of  the 
Urban  District  at  mid-June,  1963,  was  30,790  compared  with  30,760  for 
the  previous  year. 

Birth  Rate 

This  is  18.67  per  1,000  population  (England  and  Wales  = 18.2  per 

1.000). 

Death  Rate 

This  at  11.69  per  1,000  population  is  decreased  compared  to  1962. 
(England  and  Wales  = 12.2  per  1,000.) 

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  19.65  per 
1,000  live  births  as  compared  to  24.79  per  1,000  live  births  in  1962. 
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Causes  of  Death 

Cancer:  There  were  56  deaths  due  to  this  cause  in  1963  which  is  slightly 
lower  than  last  year’s  figures.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer 
was  13,  and  this  shows  a slight  decrease  compared  to  the  previous  year. 
There  is  'Overwhelming  evidence  about  the  (incidence  of  Lung  Cancer 
amongst  heavy  cigarette  smokers.  There  is  some  douht  about  the  causative 
factors — genetics,  atmospheric  pollution  and  virus  infections  being  singly 
or  in  combination,  confusing  the  issue. 

Cardio- Vascular  Disease:  197  persons  or  54.72  of  the  total  deaths. 
Deaths  due  to  Coronary  Thrombosis  are  not  uncommon  in  the  middle-age 
group. 


Infectious  Diseases 

During  1963,  690  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (including  all  forms  Off 
tuberculosis)  were  notified.  The  increase  as  compared  to  last  year  is  due 
mainly  ito  increased  notifications  of  cases  of  measles. 


B.C.G.  Vaccinations 

B.C.G.  Vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  area  during  the  year 
and  reoords  show  that  496  consents  were  obtained;  464  of  these  were 
skin  tested.  29  were  found  to  be  positive  and  413  were  found  negative 
and  vaccinated.  22  did  not  attend. 

Immunisations  and  Vaccinations 

All  efforts  were  made  to  improve  the  protection  of  the  community. 


Welfare  of  the  Aged 

The  local  Committee  has  had  another  year  of  good  record.  There 
has  been  increased  demands  on  the  services  of  the  Chiropodist  and  the 
Meals  on  Wheels  services.  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  good 
work  done  by  the  Voluntary  Workers. 


Accidents 

Total  number  of  deaths  due  to  thus  cause  was  11  out  of  which  3 
occurred  in  the  homes.

(b)  CARDIO-VASCULAR  DISEASE: 

Cardio- Vascular  Disease  was,  as  in  former  years,  the  chief  cause  of 
death  throughout  the  area;  19.7  persons — being  106  males  and  91  females — 
were  certified  to  have  died  from  this  cause.

During  1963  some  690  cases  of  infectious  disease  (including  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified,  an  increase  of  601  compared  with  the  number 
of  cases  during  1962. 

Scarlet  Fever:  5 cases  were  notified  as  against  2 in  1962  and  none 
of  these  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  case  incidence  was  0.16  per  1,000  population. 

Diphtheria:  There  were  no  eases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during 
1963  as  in  1962,  and,  therefore,  no  deaths  from  this  cause.  The  incidence 
of  diphtheria  in  the  district  was  0.00  per  1,000  population. 

Influenza:  3 deaths  were  ascribed  to  influenza  during  1963  as  against 
8 in  1962  and  1 in  1961. 

There  were  19  deaths  as  being  ascribed  to  pneumonia  as  against  18 
in  1962,  while  the  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  was  8 as  against 
4 in  1962  and  1 in  1961. 

Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Erysipelas:  In  1963  there  were  547  cases 
of  measles  and  29  oases  of  whooping  cough  as  against  47  measles  and 
4 cases  of  whooping  cough  in  1962. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

1 case  of  erysipelas  was  notified  during  1963. 

Poliomyelitis:  During  1963  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
in  the  area,  being  a case  incidence  of  0.00  per  1,000  population.

Water  Supply 

The  waiter  supply  of  the  Urban  area  was  taken  over  by  the  Sunder- 
land and  South  Shields  Water  Company  at  the  beginning  of  April,  1957. 

The  waiter  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 


Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  periodically  of  the  water 
supplied,  and  *o£  the  158  samples  examined  all  were  of  satisfactory  purity. 

The  water  had  no  detectable  piumbo -solvent  action;  the  supply  is 
chlorinated  and  no  contamination  has  taken  place. 

There  are  approximately  11,134  dwellings  connected  to  the  Company’s 
mains,  serving  appro  ximateiy  31,000  persons,  and  there  are  no  standpipes 
in  the  area.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  8 districts  of  house  refuse  collection  in  the  Urban  District  Council 
are  manned  by  1 foreman,  8 driver /fillers,  24  fillers,  1 tractor  driver,  1 
trade  ref  use  / salvage  operator  (who  is  also  a fully  trained  rodent  operator 
and  does  part  duty  as  such).  Vehicles  used  are  2 Kamier  Bantams  (capacity 
of  7 ou.  ydls.),  2 C.K.  3’s,  4 Karrier  Gamecocks  (capacity  of  10  cu.  yds.), 
1 Karrier  Gamecock  (capacity  of  12  cu.  yds.)  and  a diesel  powered  Fcrdson 
Super  Major  Tractor. 
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Refuse  collection  is  regularly  carried  out  in  all  weathers  and  under  all 
adverse  conditions,  and  drivers  and  collectors  are  deserving  of  more  praise 
than  the  harsh  words  that  is  often  their  lot  from  the  general  public. 

Property  owners  continue  to  (take  advantage  of  Housing  Improvement 
Grants,  installing  modern  ranges  and  hot-water  (systems,  new  estates 
expand  resulting  in  a drop  of  heavy  ash  content  in  the  bin. 

However,  the  exit  of  (the  old  type  of  large,  open  fireplaces  has  com- 
pelled householders  to  use  their  bins  for  this  (lighter  bulk  refuse  instead 
of  burning  it  as  they  formerly  did. 

Twice  weekly  collections  are  still  being  carried  out  for  approximately 
80%  of  the  premises  in  the  area. 

The  present  estimated  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
is  54/7  per  house,  per  annum.  In  1950  the  estimated  cost  was  27/6  per 
house,  and  pre-war  it  was  15/-  per  house. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  a big  problem  in  this  area.  The  filling  in  of 
shallow  tips  on  colliery  subsidence  is  still  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the 
disposal  of  refuse  but  it  is  hoped  to  acquire  a large  quarry  in  the  near 
future.  Trade  refuse  collection  from  shops  and  business  premises  is  one 
of  the  many  problems  of  the  present-day  cleansing  department  that  has 
been  successfully  undertaken  in  this  area. 

Ashbins 

Fifty  bins  have  been  purchased  from  the  Council  during  the  year. 
These  are  a good  quality  galvanised  2}  cu.  ft.  BSS  ashbin. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Waste  paper  and  cardboard  was  disposed  of  under  contract  to  Messrs. 
J.  Ainsworth  & Co.  (Bolton)  Ltd.:  11  tons  19  cwts.  2 qtrs.  of  baled  paper 
and  cardboard  being  sent  to  these  mills  and  the  sum  realised  £71/17/0  as 
against  £116/1/10  in  1962.  47  tons  15  cwts.  1 qtr.  of  scrap  tins  were 

collected  from  the  scavenging  tips,  realising  £167/3/4,  decrease  of  £41/8/11 
over  the  prior  year. 

Housing  Repairs 

Building  contractors  are  not  willing  to  estimate  for  carrying  out  repairs 
to  house  property  under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

This  area  is  in  the  centre  of  the  coal  mining  industry  and  there  are 
no  sites  used  for  camping.  The  Lake  caravan  site  is  now  under  the 
ownership  of  the  Showman’s  Guild  for  use  as  winter  quarters. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  publicly  or  privately  owned  swimming  bathis  or  pools  in 
the  district. 

Schools 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  wais  found  to  toe  generally 
satisfactory.  The  Newtown  Infants  school  is  being  (replaced  with  a new 
modern  school  being  built  in  the  Houghton  area. 

Cinemas,  Public  Houses  and  Halls 

There  iis  one  cinema  in  the  district:  Houghton  1. 

Bingo  has  replaced  the  cinema  as  a new  form  of  entertainment. 

These  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment  were  inspected  during 
the  year  with  respect  to  sanitary  arrangements  and  were  generally  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

All  licensed  premises  throughout  the  area  are  visited  and  are  generally 
found  to  be  in  a clean  and  hygienic  condition.  Many  of  these  premises 
have  been  modernised  in  order  to  attract  the  good  lady  of  the  house  who 
may  llike  to  go  out  with  her  husband  when  he  visits  the  “local”. 

Verminous  Premises 

Very  few  complaints  of  verminous  premises  are  now  received. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

183  cases  of  rat,  mouse  and  other  infestations  were  reported  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

Rodent  and  pest  control  throughout  the  area  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Health  Department.  Two  fully  trained  rodent  operators  are  employed, 
one  on  full-time  and  the  other  assisting  when  necessary.  The  sewer  treat- 
ment and  other  pest  control  is  increasing  and  it  will  soon  be  necessary  for 
both  operators  to  be  working  full-time  on  these  duties. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  always  investigate  alii  claims  prior  to  any 
visits  by  the  operators. 

All  refuse  disposal  tips  are  regularly  treated  for  rodent  and  fly  control. 

Red  Mite  or  Clover  Mite  (Bryobia  Praetiosa) 

Council  housing  estates  are  still!  affected  with  red  mite.  Disinfectation 
is  now  keeping  them  under  control.
